DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is responsive to an amendment filed 1 0/07/2005, which 
contains claims numbered 33-34, 46, 51 and 54-55. Claims 1-32, 35-45, 47-50 and 
52-53 have been canceled. 

3. Claims 33-34, 46, 51 and 54-55 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: One major 
difference in claims 33, 46, 51 and 55 not found in the closest prior art of Lesar 
(US 5,524,885) or Plourde (US 5,457,918) is that either Lesar or Plourde does not 
teach the a second cone angle of the second cone-shaped portion being larger than a 
fi/st cone angle of the first cone-shaped portion; and the anchoring portion and holding 
portion and/or the basic body is substantially hollow over a major portion of the length 
thereof; a wall thickness of the basic body over said major portion increasing with a 
decrease in an outer diameter of the basic body as recited in claims 33, 46, 51 and 55 
respectively in combination with other limitations as a whole which is not found in Lesar 
or Plourde either singularly or in combination to anticipate or render obvious the above 
limitations.
